FOR some years purchasers of lino- 
leum have made it plain that they 
want linoleum with an extra smooth 
surface. A coarse surface is not only 
unsightly but it absorbs dirt and grime 
too readily. 

Although attempts have been made 
by some manufacturers to accomplish 
this result by the use of special lacquer 
and other finishes, it is the W. &l J.

1 — According to actual tests Sloane Linoleum far exceeds the government specifications 
for weight. 

Government says weight of square yard 6MM Battleship should be 10.50 lbs. — Sloane 
6MM Battleship weighs 13.50 lbs. 

2 — Government states linoleum should be even in thickness throughout entire goods. 
The Government specifications allow a variance of .010" in bMM Battleship — Sloane 
Linoleum varies only .004" in same grade. 

3 — The Government specifies that a pull of 6 lbs. be required to pull burlap from lino- 
leum.

4 — If linoleum is left in water for 24 hours and absorbs an amount of water it is obvious 
that the goods is not compact enough to resist dirt, dust, etc. Government allows an 
absorption of 2.5% of the linoleum weight. In other words, one square yard linoleum 
weighing 15 lbs. should absorb over 5 ounces of water and still pass the test. But 
Sloane's linoleum under the same test will absorb less than 3 ounces. It is more 
compact. 

NOTE: — In all instances Sloane's Linoleum does more than meet the Government speci- 
fications. These specifications are by the U. S. Navy No. 209, Sept. 1, 1926, and Feb. 
2, 1925.

The Laying of Linoleum 



LINOLEUM, in order to give its full- 
' est service, must be cemented to the 
floor. In this way it becomes a per- 
manent part of the floor and will lay 
smoothly. 

The 6-ft. widths of linoleum are laid 
parallel to the long side of the room. 
Plain colors of Battleship linoleum are 
laid so that the joints lap and both 
thicknesses of the lap are cut at the same 
time. This makes an almost invisible 



joint and the edges fit together. This 
method of joining cannot be used with 
pattern linoleum — the edges are butt- 
jointed in this case. 

A 150-lb. roller is used and any air 
bubbles which might be formed under 
the linoleum are rolled out. The joints 
require special attention. The use of 
sandbags or weights on the joints and 
edges is generally advisable where there 
are long seams. 
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SUGGESTIONS ON THE CARE OF LINOLEUM 



THE maintenance of linoleum has been thoroughly 
studied by the Sloane testing laboratories with the view 
to discovering the most efficient way of caring for lino- 
leum. The best method of insuring a good result is to wax 
an Inlaid, Battleship, Plain or Jaspe linoleum floor from 
two to four times a year depending on the amount of 
traffic. This will not only give the floor an even finer 
appearance, but will also help preserve it and give it 
longer life. 

Wax provides a smooth film over the surface of the 
linoleum to which dust does not readily adhere. When 
a linoleum floor is properly waxed, cleaning becomes only 
a matter of using a floor brush occasionally to remove 
dust, or at infrequent intervals, a damp mop.
